The finest show is made by 
planting five to ten bulbs a few 
inches apart in a clump, the 
clumps 2 to 4 feet apart, according 
to conditions, hundreds or thou- 
sands of bulbs often being none 
¥, too many to use. L. superbum is a 
tall species, often reaching 6 to 8 
feet; L. canadense comes next, and 
L. grayi from 1% to 3 feet; so judg- 
ment should be used in placing. 
Lilies enjoy rich soil, well drained, 
and partial shade is desirable.
